Applicant's arguments present new issues requiring further consideration. Specifically, Applicant's argument that Ballentyne et al. is 
opposite to Applicant's method of entering legacy data into an XML file requires further consideration. Moreover, Applicant's argument 
that Ballentyne et al. does not convert text, but rather converts the legacy application, raises new issues requiring further consideration. 

Applicant requested clarification with respect to a status of dependent claim 16. It is stated that claim 16 is rejected, and should be 
grouped with claims 1 to 2, 5 to 7, 10 to 12, and 15 as being anticipated by Ballentyne et al. Specifically, Ballentyne et al. discloses that 
headings of columns of a flat file from a legacy program written in COBOL (Figure 4) have matching references in a tree (Figure 7A) for 
mapping engine 26, thereby creating a map file to convert into matching references in a markup language file (Figures 5 to 7). 
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
